For the history of 
man follows an invariable pattern through 
all the ages 

It is difficult for the modern mind to 
comprehend a God who would smash His 
world like a child stamping on a toy.

What The Evidence Shows 


OTTAWA —With the adjourn- 
ment of the freight rates case to 
September 29, it is possible to sum 
up the tasks of the railways as they 
seek to show that they are entitled 
to a 30 per cent freight rate in- 
crease involving some $85 million. 

Never, since the inquiry began 
many weeks ago before the board 
of transport commissioners, have 
the railways been in so embarras- 
sing a position. The provinces ob- 
jecting to the freight increases have 
shaken the original case of the 
railways. They have questioned 
figures, given new estimates of re- 
venue, and in general, have sub- 
jected the railways’ evidence to the 
most vigorous examination 


WHEN THE HEARINGS are re- 
sumed, here are some of the major 
points of evidence with which the 
railways will be faced 

1. The present freight rate struc- 
ture is discriminatory against the 
west by approximately 14 per cent 

2. Available tonnage for hau! by 
the railways this year will be about 
an estimated 125 per cent more 


| than in 1946 


3. The railways wilj have the 
equipment to handle 
sueh an increase in tonnage. 

4. Because of increased tonnage 
gross railway revenues will be up 
an estimated $69 million. 

5. The CPR's depreciation charg- 
es are too high. In one instance 
342 million rolling stock was 
caid to have been charged twice 

6. The railways had over-esti- 
mated their expenses; in the case 
of the CPR by a margin big enough 
to meet that railway’s share of the 
joint application, namely, $37 mil- 
lion 

7. The CPR's investment rate 
base, made up of total assets 
$1,224,000,000, and upon which the 
railway expects a net return avail- 
able for dividends, was high by 
about $500 million 

8. The CPR 
in the worst depression years, had 
never failed to show a net corpor- 
ale income 

9. Because of the high percent- 
age of trucking done in Ontario 
and Quebec it appeared unlikely 
that the railways could enforce a 
horizontal iacrease without harm- 
ing their competitive positions in 
these two provinces.

ings 6 pence per week down to 14 
| shillings. That is, for less than $12 
| per week you can rent an eight- 
room house. For about $3 per week 
you can get a bed-sitting room with 
“conveniences.”

FROST A CURE FOR POLIO 

Editor, Bulletin—Fools rush in 
where angels fear to tread; never- 
theless, after hearing a recent 
{broadcast in the interests of polio 
write about my own experience 
some years ago. 

In July and August 1937, a simi- 
lar epidemic swept southern Ontar- 
io, the weather being hot and sultry 
| throughout, and my son, then 10 
years old developed all the usual 
symptoms of incipient polio. 

I decided it was hopeless to wait 
for frost to arrive in time to do any

Empire Group Plan 
Future for Japan 


CANBERRA, Aug. 30—(CP)— 
How to plan a realistic peace that 


will not place Japan in a straight- 
jacket was the problem set before 
British Commonwealth representa- 
tives studying possible Japanese 
peace terms yesterday. 

The feeling of the conference, ac- 
cording to a statement issued at 
the end of the day's deliberations 
was that Japan should be enabled 
to stand on her own feet econom- 
ically after the Allied occupation 
ends. 

The delegations felt that eco- 
nomic restrictions imposed on Ja- 
pan should be as few as possible 
They should be defined clearly 
and be easily enforceable 

The conference got nowhere on 
the question of reparations, but it 
appeared that no one except Bur- 
ma expects to get much of what 
might be available 

Discussing conditions in Japan- 
ese industry, delegates expressed 
the opinion that something should 
be written into the treaty to assist 
in removing the low standards of 
living in Japan. It was felt that 
provision should be made for ac- 
ceptance by the Japanese govern- 
ment. of minimum 
standards in industry and com- 
merce as recommended by the In- 
ternational Labor Organization 


There was agreement that 
peace settlement should 
the dissolution of Zaibatsu, 
banker’s group which controlled 
much of Japan’s pre-war industry. 
Child labor, the dumping of goods 
on world markets, abuse of pat- 
ents and trade marks, and undue 
discrimination against foreigners

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Etiquette has chamelon qualities

If it is a man visitor the diner 
stands to greet him, introduces 
|him to his companion, and then 
|the man diner may sit down again, 
|while continuing to lend a sym- 
pathetic ear to the visitor's chat- 
ter 

BUT IN ONE OF those restaur- 
ants where you slide into a booth 
and it is difficult to pry yourself 
loose, and where aisles are narrow 
| and easily blocked, you can break 
| that standing rule and sit still when 
someone drops by your table to 
| chat 
you mention the lapse by saying 
“Forgive me if I don’t stand up,” 
or words to that effect 

The custom of rising at table for 
a visitor or late-comer is credited 
{to a king approximately 300 years

In 
those days men, including the king 
often wore hats indoors as well as 
out, and didn't worry too much 
about tipping them to the fair sex 
But courteous King Louis did and 
hat-lifting with him was worked 
out on a graded system which 
ranged from a courtly but restrain- 
ed tip of his hat to a housemaid 
|to an arm-sweeping flourish of his 
hat when he ran into a duchess 

EVERYONE THOUGHT he was 
a little daft when King Louis start- 
ed the business of standing up at 
his own dining table, every time 
a guest or spectator arrived, for 
some came to dine and many came 
to watch, when the royal dinner 
hour was on, and Louis was bound- 
ing to his feet practically all 
through the meal, But gradually 
this politeness caused others to be- 
come more polite, too; guests and 
spectators made a point of being 
on time so they would avoid the 
embarrassment of having the king 
stand up to greet them when late 
Thus rising at the table to greet a 
visitor is really a kingly gesture

Increased costs is the one black spot on the building 
horizon, even though supplies of materials are increasing, 
and as a result home building is considerably down from last 
year, it was learned today from the department of economic

ALTHOUGH THERE is still 
| heavy demand for medium and low 
— houses, contractors In gen- 
eral seem to be unwilling to build 

homes with costs of materials at 
their present peak. Buying of hous- 
es at higher prices has relaxed 

Wholesale prices this year have 
risen about & per cent over the av- 
erage 1946 figure according to 
the Economic Research Division of 
the Central Mortgage and Housing 
| Corporation. A one storey dwell 
ing unit rose from $5,437 in Decem- 
| ber, 1946, to $5,761 during the first 
| quarter of 1947 

However, the building picture is 
net too black, and the provincial 
survey states with more build- 
ing material available in the com- 
| ing year, it should be possible for

ing problems, provided that we 
have no major management-labor 
disputes.”

Ponoka — Of total building per-

worthwhile and will survive 
Others will be found unworthy of 
repetition But, whether or not 
one likes or dislikes a certain 
composition on a first hearing 
one should listen symapthetically 
to contemporary music in an effort 
to determine if it contains some- 
thing that will give pleasure, give 
a lift, an inspiration and thereby 
prove its worth

In Farm Tax Change 


OTTAWA, Aug. 30.—(CP)—Two groups of farmer 
taxpayers have been established by the revenue department 
in new regulations extending to farmer-taxation the principle 


that farmers may establish | 
purposes, 
The new regulations already 


have been drawn up and will be 
made public early next month. The 


| basic herd principle they embody 
| long has been 


sought by western 
farmers and ranchers who keep 
large herds of cattle and contend 


|they should not be taxed when the 
| sale of cattle involves capital as 


sets. 

Briefly, the new principle means 
that a farmer may establish a bas- 
ie herd of, say, 100 head of cat- 
tle and will not be taxed on the 
proceeds of sales which reduce 
the herd below the figure. Sales 
which leave the herd above the 100 
mark will be treated as taxable in- 


The first of the two groups es 
tablished under the regulations 
are taxpayers, who file income tax 
returns year-by-year and pay what- 
ever tax may be assessed 

These cattle or dairy men will 
decide for themselves at the end 
of any one calendar year the num 
ber of cattle they consider their 
| basic herd and will advise the dis- 
trict office of the taxation division 
of this when filing their income 
tax return for the year. The sec- 
ond group classified under the 
regulations are those who have 
not filed income tax returns regu 
larly. In their case it is largely 
a question of proof and the pro 
cedure follows

Oil Field Storehouse 


Of Miracle 


Few persons have thought of the Leduc field as a 
storehouse brimming with the basic source material for 
more than 1,000 individual products, ranging from the 
miracles of plastics and synthetic rubber to medicines, per- 
fumes, cosmetics, chewing gum, anaesthetics, insecticides, 
soap, paint, ink and many other things 


YET THAT IS the case, While 
gasviine, lubricating oits, and fuel 
oils remain the primary products 
of crude oil, the petroleum chemist 
has discovered in that same crude 
oil a host of new products to in- 
crease human co ifort and welfare 

The mediaeval alchemists who 
searched for the “philosopher's 
atone” to turn base metals into 
something precious might better 
have spent their time investigating 
petroleum, Crude oil doesn't pro- 
duce gold, but it is the source of 
countless wonderful things that are 
more useful to human beings, things 
which are found by today’s chemists 
by constant scientific research 


THE MOLECULAR structure of 
oil has made petroleum almost a 
philosopher's stone in itself, Oil 
is a mixture of molecules, each 
composed of hydrogea combined 
with carbon. These molecules can 
be taken apart and put together 
again by modern industrial chem- 
istry in what seems to be an in- 
finite variety of combinations, lead- 
ing to new substances 


One of the most familiar of these 
new substances is synthetic rubber, 
which came to our rescue when the 
Japanese cut off our supply of nat- 
ural rubber.

Ship 
ments of this nitrogen fertilizer 
from Alberta are going to Europe 
and China to help increase the 
yield of the land in the war against 


starvation 
OIL 1S COMING to the aid of 
agriculture in other ways, The 


deadly flame thrower of war now 
uses butane gas as fuel instead 
of jellied gasoline to burn off 
roadside weeds, Other oil products 
are helping in part to control na 
ture. Some help to hasten the rip- 
ening of fruits; others, creating 
artificial fogs, retard tree budding 
and reduce harm done by frosts 
Oil sprays delay the fall of ripe 
fruit that would lie bruised and 
rotting on the ground, while im 
proved insect sprays are a factor 
in keeping herds healthy and our 
milk supply pure. 

From the petfoleum laboratories 
has’ come a new fungicide. Large | 
scale field trials have shown it 
to have at least the potency of 
nicotine with far greater staying | 
power. It can be produced at a 
fraction of the present price of nic- 
otine, 

Synthetic soaps from petroleum 
are now in limited production, and 
it may be that the next few years 
will see one-fourth of all scaps 
made from oil or natural gas 
These soaps have remarkabe pro- 
perties, and lather freely in cold, 
hard, or salt water.

new wonders from petroleum, How 
ever, despite the large numbers 
of new or improved products that 
can be obtained from oil, their 
manufacture will call for only a 
small part of our petroleum supply 

The principle use of oil for 
many years will continue to be for 


fuels and lubricants. And the pet-| 


roleum chemists are making every 


effort to make even better gaso- | 


lines and lubricating oils 

MOST PEOPLE ARE familiar 
with the improvement in quality 
of gasoline and lubricants during 
the last few decades, But the chem- 
ist also has had another objective: 
to find a way, while improving 
quality, to permit products to be 
produced more cheaply. He has 
succeeded, The octane rating of 
gasoline for automobiles has ad- 
vanced from an estimated 45 in 
1923 to 80 in 1947. At the same 
time the average wholesale price 
—less taxes—has dropped from 27.1 
cents in 1923 to 17.4 cents in 1947 
Scientific research has brought the 
automobile and many other luxuries 
and necessities within the reach of 
additional thousands of persons 
Today, in tne field of gasolines, 
a relatively new process is opening 
the door to anti-knock gasolines, 
which it is hoped will give in to- 
morrow’s cars more mileage and 
reduced fuel bills. This precess 
is catalytic cracking. Already this 
process is producing gasolines with 
undreamed of twenty-five 
ago 
The first catalytic cracking pro- 
in Canada was developed by 
Imperial Oil and put in operation 
at its Sarnia refinery in 1940. This 
process is known Suspensoid 
Catalytic cracking. During the war 
the process produced not only gaso- 
line for motor cars but the gases 
that eventually became base stock 
for Canada's total production of 
synthetic rubber 

IN WAR YEARS other catalytic 
cracking processes were developed 
in the U. S. to produce high oc- 
tane gasoline for aircraft and crack- 
ed gases for synthetic rubber and 
other synthetic chemicals. Among 
these was the now widely known 
“fluid catalytic cracking” 
Canada’s first fluid catalytic crack- 
ing plant is under construction now 
for Imperial Oil Ltd. at Montreal 
East, and the Dominion soon will 
have this new supply for its in- 
creasing oil needs 

Looking back over the history of 
the petroleum industry, one cannot 
help but be impressed with the 
changes that have occurred through 
the years. Canada’s first oil field 
was discovered ir 1861. In that year 
the oil that gushed from the wells 
was sought after for just one pro- 
duct—kerosene. Today products

ruary 13, 1947. 

Furthermore, it blew a “smoke- 
ring,” which, as any experienced 
tool-pusher can testify, is a clear 
indication that here is an ol! field 
not merely an isolated and fort 
uitous oil pocket. 

Since then other wells 
have duplicated the performance 
of No. 1: quite a number of ad- 
ditional wells have started drilling 
lease hounds have been dangling 
“unearned increment” before the 
credulous eyes of a minority of the 
hard-working farmers; the trades- 
people in the staid community of 
Leduc have been turning over their 
stocks, both solid and liquid, at an 
unprecedented rate and living space 
is at a preinium. Even in the cap- 
ital city of Edmonton, some 16 
miles distant, the repercussions of 
the grinding bits and the seductive 
gurgling of the oil are being heard 
and felt 

IMAGINATIVE Edmontonians 
can already see bubble towers and 
cracking coils growing like mush 
rooms on a 350 acre tract on their 
doorstep; they envisage a steadily 
mounting flood of petroleum pro- 
ducts, with an Edmonton credit 
line, finding its way over the prai- 
and into the northland to 
quicken the pulse of farming, min- 
fing and aviation; they count the 
hours until they can look down 
their noses at Calgary, which once 
was the oil metropolis of the piains 
and it will not be long before 
some brash spirit in the Chamber 
of Commerce introduces a motion 
demanding that the nomenclature 
be changed to read “The Leduc 
poo! in the Edmonton field.” 


Yet, ff an of] man from Texas 
were to be dumped down in the 
midst of all this excitement, he 
would probably be amazed, if not 
amused. 

LOOKING AROUND for the “cor- 
pus delicti” he would find several 
wells, each producing not more 
than 200 barrels per day. He would 
find a proven area of perhaps 3,000 
acres (a figure which will stand 
argument, both pro and con). He 
would find quite a diversity of opin- 
jon as to actually how much oil 
there is for the taking. 

Norman Wells, after the drilling 
of over 60 wells, claims to have 
some 28,000,000 barrels stored with- 
in an area of 4,000.

But 
of the 71,000,000 barrels which went 
to feed those refineries in 1946, 
only 10 per cent came out of Can- 
adian wells

CONSERVATION is essential;

Geologists estimate that 
it takes a hundrec million years 
or more to form an oi! pool. But 
oil is a one-time crop—it can be 
harvested only once and cannot be

This Is why, at Ledrc, wells are 
producing roughly from 175 to 200 
barrels per day when their wide 
open, uncontrolled flow might ex 
ceed 1,000 barrels a day. They are

Barr had been to Canada and 
had toured the western prairies 
in a horse-drawn buckboard. He 
selected the Lloydminster district 
as the most suitable for settle- 
ment and conceived the idea of 
a colony recruited in Britain.

Society became int> ‘ested. 


UPON HIS RETURN to England, 
Rev. Barr discussed the matter with 
British government officials. It was 
finally agreed to try out Barr's 
experiment and advertisements 
were placed in London and other 
British newspapers for 600 suitable 
immigrants. Families and furniture 
was to be moved with the settlers 
and land apportioned by the gov- 
ernment of the North West Teritor- 
ies to the newcomers 

So popular did the appeal become 
that more than 2,000 responded

THE YEARS between the dis- | 
eovery of gas at Pelican Rapids | 
and the serving of the citizens of 
Edmonton in 1923, presents a long 
and costly story of exploration, 
negotiation and litigation. The city 
adopted the policy that it would | 
not supply natural gas as a muni 
cipal undertaking. In 1913, the city 
did spend considerable money in 
obtaining a report on the Viking 
field, but the citizens refused to} 
approve a by-law authorizing the

vens entered into an agreement | 
with the city to test the area and

LABOR DISPUTES arise almost 
| invariably out of differences over 
| wages, hours and conditions of 
work, and recognition of bargain- 
ling agencies. The Alberta Labor 
| Act deals specifically with all these, 
endeavoring as far as possible to 
| remove any contentious point and 
| to establish the basis of harmony 
}and co-operation before the dis- 
pute arises. Minimum wage sched- 
ules acceptable to all have been 
| fixed; the 48-hour work week is set 
}as the siandard; overtime is speci- 
| fically defined;, and conditions of 
work are set on a high standard. 
Finally the right of employees to 
bargain collectively is protected, 
so long as the bargaining agency 
has the official support of the 
majority of the employees for 
which it is acting 

In regard to administration of 
the act, this responsibility belongs 
to the Board of Industrial Rela- 
tions. Much of the credit for Al- 
berta’s record is due to the work 
the board and its staff, Indus- 
| trial peace is one of the most

Following regulations, members 
of the Enoch band held a council 
meeting, after Gulf Oil Company 
| officials and E. A. Robertson, In- 
dian agent at Winterburn, had coa- 
ferred on the situation. 

The council, headed by Band 
Chief James Peacock, decided to 
permit the department of Indian 
affairs to negotiate for them. 

; Accordingly, the band surrender, 
|ed the oil rights to the department 
of Indian affairs 

IN ACCORDANCE with proce- 
|dure governing oil exploration on 
| Indian reservations the department 
| then called for tenders from inter- 
} ested oil companies. 

The Canadian Gulf Company was 
successful in securing a permit to 
| explore and drill on the reservation 
|The company paid $30,000 for the 
| permit, which carries the right to 
| lease any or all of the reservation 
for future operations. 

The money is placed in trust for 
jthe Indians by the department of 
| Indian affairs and will be used to 
| better their standard of living by 
| providing better housing, hospital 
jand educational facilities. 
| A substantial cash payment was 
}also made to the tribe members. 
| If oil is produced on the reserva- 
} tion the Enoch band will be sitting 
| pretty. There'll be much addit 
| ional wampum” for the band in 
|the form of the usual 12% per 
cent royalty on every barrel! 

As there are only 218 men, wo- 
men and children in the Enoch 
band, the outlook for many moons 
to come is very rosy providing Gulf 
brings in some producing wells on 
the reservation.

With this step the heavy burden 
of health care has been lifted from 
the shoulders of number of Alberta 
citizens whose resources were in 
no condition to bear it. Better 
health and happier lives are the 
inevitable results. There can be no 
doubt that this would be true in | 
relation to a wider application of 
health insurance, but although 
many difficulties stand in the way 
of further progress, it is true that 
the people of Alberta, the medical 
profession and the government of 
the province will be watching the 
resuits with keen interest and ex- 
ploring methods by which these | 
difficulties may be removed 

At it is, Alberta provides many 
other health services on a non- 
contributory basis. 

This record has followed the 
realization that good heaith is the 
basis of good citizenship, and thal 
government ajthority must lead 
the people toward constantly im- 
proving health standards. And 
though it is the responsibility of 
each individual to work for this 
objective, the vital nature of the 
problem necessitates and justifies 
all the assistance of which the | 
government is capable, | 

HEALTH LEADERSHIP which | 
might be considered as outsianding 
in Alberta includes such measures 
as that providing free hospitaliza- 
tion for all maternity cases in che | 
province: Since the inauguration | 
of this service in April, 1944, up- 
wards of 60.000 mothers have re- | 
ceived the benefit of huspita! care 
on a public ward basis at govern- | 
ment expense. 

Alberia was first to recognize 
the importance of controlling in- 
sect-borne diseases. As a result a 
division of public health entomolo- 
gy was sei up to study and devise | 
control methods for Rocky Mount- 
ain spotted fever, tularaenia and 
bubonic plcgue. Comprehensive | 
suryeys of areas effected by these | 
diseases are being made and field | 
crews equipped with travelling lab- | 
oratories are safeguarding the | 
health of the people against them. 
Regarding bubonic or sylvatic plag- | 
ue, it has been established that 
gophers in sections of Alberta carry 
germ-infested fleas, and much of 
the work of the Entomology Divi- 
sion is to fight this dread disease 
in every possible way. 

In this connection it is note- | 
worthy that Alberta is the only 
rat-free area in North America, 
much of the credit for which is 
due to the division.
